Tbe great balk of the 


lit toe New York market coins from 
Shekel iaJaad and Peconic bay, •where 
risiwss in summer may see them lying, 
shells and fish mingled, by hundred of 
thousands ia five feet of shoaling water. 
there are Exaoy more empty shells than 
foil ones, say the fishermen, and titis 
us proved to some extent if the visitors 
dredge for tho handsome fan shaped 
abells to use in fancy -work. They sel- 
dom get a shell with the meat still in 
it Later on scallops come to this mar- 
ket from Bozzards bay, Monument 
teach, tip to Wings Jfeck light, ia 
Massachusetts, and still later the east- 
Sin supply arrives from Maine and New 
Hampshire. 


Tie iadasrry is not a very old one, it 


beiiig about 35 years since it assumed 
large proportions. As in the case of oys- 
ters, people bad scallops at their doors, 
1st uid sot GSTE to caSe tha Ersnblg to 
gather them to eat, much less try to 
market them. Four years ago the Unit- 
ed States government- evinced an inter- 
6si in the industry aad obtained statis- 
" tie* of TBeeiprs at the various markets for 
a term cf years. 


the scallops are taken from the wa- 


ter nl the various points by dredging 
from the sides of sloops and smaller 
boats. The dredge consists of an iron 
frame holding abott; a 'bnshel, with a 
coarse network of iron ji»gs at the 
tisek, lifee as oyster dredge. It ia drawn 
slowly orer the scallop ground until it 
» filled. Waea the catch is hauled in- 
board;, the calling process commences, 
and rife refuse is thrown overboard. 
Same of the larger boats put oat on a 
good day as many as seven dredges. A 
gooftday is estimated to produce about 


' SO fattshela la the shell, an<l the 80 bush- 


els in. the shell will produce about 90 
^narts tor the market The "eye" of 
itse mollusfc is the only part jetained. 
Opening -the ehete in cold weather is 
tatter, hard work, and the men earn 
every cent they mate, *P6e shells are, 
however, fairly easy to open,, and" Jor 
tMs reason is is no uncommon thing for 
men .who own siife to take their entire, 
cafcfa home, •where their wives audchil- 


. fires all torn oat to help sheir them: 


Tie shells have sharp edges, which 
nrafe raost of the 'men wear rubber fin- 
ges cots. Xhe knife tssed is of steel, 
•with a Wade an inch wide and nearly 
tissee times as long. A good opener can 
get through with 12 gallons a day, aad 
the pay is 20 cents a gallon. The small 
scallops are thrown overboard.

It is practically impossible to get', 


scallops in their natsral state in the 


'Eorfe mariets. They are all soaked 


leaving tbe dredgers, the idea 


1 to make them larger mid whiter. 


By fiosfctng. three gallons "of scallops 
they eao be made to measure four gal- 
lons, bat the effect of the process on the 
Quality is another matter. Any visitor J 
•who has feongat them at the grounds 
faows the difference between the soaked 
and the nnsoaked. Directly the soaked 
seafiops are cooked they flood the pan 
witfe water, and drive many a good 
iossewife's semi into sin by chilling the 
#&(? in which she iutendwi to^^ok them, 
lite? a time will she dry them carefni- 
ly, cracker dost and egg them, have the 
fat boiling and babbling, only to drop 
them in aad have them come ont par- 
boiled cut parstewed. The failnre is due 
to tbe water's being tried ont of them. 


The common way of coolting them is 


to fry them, with or without very thin- 
ly oaE slivers of fine smoked bacon. To 
do this to perfection it is necessary to 
be rather careless about the matter, as 
too modi care, strange to say, does not 
prodsee good results. Take the scallops, 
•wash them well, and set them to drain 
io u ctaaRcier £«r at least two hoTira, 
iornlog cfaera arennd once in awhile. 
Then dry ihein by shaking in a cloth, 
pepper ttDtl salt freely, d&st with floor, 
Mia jast boost them into a pan of boil- 
ing fat. Bo not try to drop them in 
singly—jast posh the panfnl in at onoo

Serve on 
i yory hot dish with very hot plate, and 
wit at ones with trsfer thin brsad aad 
batter.

two years in its natural element and 
dying ia two days when removed. Seal- 
tops aro very nnoortain in their move-

"ifeliean man savee (understand) Chi- 
naman aliee same number one fool. Chi- 
naman savee Melican man allee same. 
Chinaman every time gettee top side 
Me'ican man"—which does not contain 
a reference to pugilism, bnt merely 
means that in a battle of wits the Chi- 
naman "sees through" the Ainericac 
man acd will come out on the "top 
sids." They are very quick at repartee, 
and their black eyes will sparkle with 
amusement and fuu if you jest with 
them or when they start the ball roll- 
ing among themselves. 


They dwell together for years in tho 


same apartments, happy and comforta- 
ble. They minister to one another in 
sickness, bury a relative or neighbor 
when dead without calling 'on public 
charities for help, and in the case of a 
relative assume the support of the fam- 
ily of the dead manwhen'heisgoue. 
These people—these much derided peo- 
ple—spend horn* together in one anoth- 
er's apartments, conversing together, 
eating together, sometimes smoking the 
long water pipe, always with a pot cf 
steaming tea between them. In two 
years I have seen thousands-of such 
groups, but never yet have I found these 
men drinking liquor together. I have 
found "them playing games—sometimes, 
hut not always, gambling—have found 
them playing their musical instruments, 
which are harmonious to them, however 
mneh they may lack of melody to other 
ears, or havef found them reading or 
discussing the last Hongkong or Shang- 
hai daily, bat I repeat I have never 
found them drinking • liquor or in. any 
degree under the influence of intoxi- 
cants. 


The Chinamaii celebrates his wed- 


ding, not by a dnmken carousal, but by 
the finest feast that his pocketbook can 
command, to which not only his imme- 
diate zslaaves are invited, bni all who 
have the slightest claim of friendship 
upon him. A Chinaman who was re- 
cently married in Mott street gave ibree 
large feasts in as many restaurants, en- 
tertaining several hundred people at 
each before he had gone the round of 
his asqaaiutances and friends. Xet this 
man was not one of the most prosper- 
ous ones. A child's birthday is likewise 
celebrated with a feast, the wife enter- 
taining her friends in the family home 
while het husband entertains his frienda 
at his place of business or in a public 
restaurant—"The Chinese of

Restaurant*. 


Edward Connor, in a late issue ol 


The Table of .London, gives the history 
ot some Parisian restaurants. In speak- 
ing of those of the lowestorder, common 
in Paris 50 years ago, he mentions aa 
establishment in the Rue de la JBors 
lerie, where the table was fastened to 
the! floor by solid posts. The leaf was a 
long block of wood, in which holes were 
excavated and were lined with tan. Op- 
posite each wag a rustic stool for a seat. 
Tbe patron upon taking his piace had 
the hole in front of him filled with 
ioup drawn from the- boilers by means 
of a syringe arrangement. Be|utre eat- 
ing he was expected to pay. M he did 
not possess the wherewithal, the syringe 
was immediately brought into requisi- 
tion, and the soap :pnaped back into 
the boilers. If thfrtrastomer was able to 
respond with . tbe needed coin, he was 
supplied with a hunk of bread. When 
the soup was consumed, the waiter 
turew into the hole in the tajjlo a lump 
of meat, which was eaten or not. accord- 
ing to the soundness of the patron's 
teeth. Viot Freres, in the Latin Quar- 
ter, kept tho favorite resort of poor stu- 
dents. Six hundred dined there daily. 
They nicknamed tbe proprietors em- 
poisonnenrs-T-p4i8onerB. A soup cost a 
scss. For 6 por.s snore one could have 
the choice of beef, fowl, cntlet, omelet 
or roaflt beef. A small carafe of wine 
was served at tbe cost of 8 sons. Des- 
serts COuld llOt he had at any prino T?U2 
waiter received a tip of J son. 
There 


was no limit to the quantity of bread, 
and napkins were expected to do service 
for an entire week. The napkins were 
washed by being strfitcbed ont, wetted 
and rubbed with a fiber brush, then 
p.'acsd one apcu c:hor. When a goffl- 
tsient nurnbrr had been accumulated, 
boards wcra laid ou top and the vraitem 
danced tliereitt! to extract the itiperflu-

of the United States. 


Practically all the building sand- 


stone quarried in the United States 
east of the Rocky Mountains comes 
from northern Ohio, the only other 
place where it is found being in a 
small spot near Denver. 
About 15 


companies will compose the new cor- 
porationporation. The quarries are lo- 
cated mostly at Berea, Euclid and 
Amherst, Cleveland, Columbia Center, 
Elyria, Grafton and Independence. 


A year ago thpss companies came to- 


gether and made a price agreement. 
Previous to that time they had for 
some time failed to make money, but 
after the agreement profits became 
larger. The agreement has r>»eii v^pt 
and now it is thought best to solidify 
it by means of one great corporation. 


It is estimated that a saving of 1 


per cent will be made in operating ex 
penses alone. The capital will b 
$5,000,000 and the intention is to bu 
up all the small quarries not in th 
combination.

Henry Watterson, the gifted editor

Louisville CL»iri«r Journal,

"The Republican party has had in 


its time great and good fortune. 
It 


has shown itself a clever opportunist. 
But it cannot rest its cue upon the 
doctrine of protection. Neither as a 
policy, nor as a theory, nor as a key- 
note can protectionism hold its own 
or stand alone. It. is at war with the 
genius of American institutions: It 
should be no longer necessary, if it 
ever was truly necessary, to the 
American manufacturer. It is the 
father of paternalism and the god- 
father of Populism. It sets examples 
to those who imagine that wealth 
may be created by legislation. It 
imposes grievous burdens on the 
agricultural classes. 
During periods 


ot depression it serves both as an in- 
stlgation and a pretext to the discon- 
tented elements. It is the Occasion 
of constant corruption in congress. 
The manufacturers themselves ought 
to lead the movement to discard it. 
They could if they would have the 
question settled by statesmen aud 
save it from the hands ot the mob. 
On such a line all conservative men 
could unite to rescue the people from 
anarcbism. Bat with MoKinley in 
the presidency this seems impossible; 
and I: confess I dread to think of the 
attempt to which he is committed, .to 
bxiag back the McKlnley tariff—the 
mere pretext to supply a deficit 
which Is not likely to exist at the 
close of the :flscal year."

tton bad them. If you were to ask 
some sailor what the mark meant, 
be would tell yon briefly that it is 
the Plimsoll mark, and you would 
be no -wiser than before—in fict, he 
probably -would not know mnch 
more than that bare fact himself. 


That ngly mark, however, is the 


safeguard to hundreds of vessels on 
the stormy ocean and to thousands 
of lives and to millions of dollar' 
worth of freight It has only baen 
in use abont 20 years, only p-*operl-" ! 
used for the last 10 vear«i, and « 
still adopted by only one great sea 
faring nation in all the world 


Twenty-five years ago it was no 


uncommon thing for ships to go ou; 
to saa laden with valuable cargo anc 
hopeful human beings never to ba 
seen or heard of again People on 
shore, even the owners of the car 
goes and relatives of the passengers, 
tvould take it as something they 
must be prepared to expect on ac- 
count of the dangers of tho ocean 
Finally one man determined to mako 
a study of the subject and see if 
such terrible tragedies were really 
unavoidable. He was an inflexible 
Englishman named Phnisoll,~and a 
member of parliament Ho spent 
day after day along the docks watch- 
ing ships loading ard unloading, 
coming in and going out He talked 
with shipowners, captains and sail- 
ors He saw ships sent to sea with 
leaky bottoms, rotten spars and 
wornout rigging, with rusty boilers 
and rattletrap engines He saw them 
loaded until even in the still waters 
of the harbor thetr upper decks were 
down to tne wf ter's edge, and this 
overloading seemed to be the worst 
and most frequent fault 


Then bo -wens back to parliament 


and introduced a b'll to put a mark 
on the bides of ships to show how 
deeply they could \rith safety be 
loaded 
The mark suggested was <i 


ciiclewitli a bonzontalhne through 
itscentgr When thib horizontalhne 
was down to tne water's edge, no 
more freight was to ba pufcintoa 
vessel She was to be considered 
loaded 
Immediately Mr Plimsoll 


brought down upon himself tho 
wrath of shimwners, while every 
body else laughed a£ hit, cranky idea, 
but he wrs not going to be downed 
He published 'a book telling all he 
had learned about thocnzainal over 
loading of vessels and their wretoh- 
ed condition when want to sea 


At last he got a vague sort of an 


ant pas«ert, giving tha board of trade 
power to suivey ships going to sea 
and to stop those which seen>ed to 
be unseaworthy This was in I8?d, i 
and during tne first nmo months of 
the act 280 vessels v>ere surveyed 
and 256 of them found unseaworthy 
At least one in every ten was found 
to be so dangerously overloaded as 
to bo in almost a sinking condition 
before leaving the dock. Of course 
this opened the eyes of the board of 
trade and of. parliament, anc' Plim- 
soli's mark became an established 
feature on British seagoing ships, 
bui- its establishment was fought 
against Ly faL.powncrs <nch by nidi. 
It was nicknamed tho "pancake" 
and ridiculed and treated with con- 
tempt in every way Some shipown- 
ers put the mark en their smoke- 
stacks in defiance and dcriiion 
Plimsoll held to his idea, bo-rover, 
even getting himself suspended from 
tho houbO of commons one day for 
being too blunt and violent in his 
pla'n talk upon the subject. The re- 
sult was the meichant shipping act 
of 187C, making the Phmsoll mark 
compulsory on all British seagoing 
vessels and requiring its position to 
be fixed, not by tho shipowners, bnt 
by the board of trade —Lieutenant 
John M Eliioctt, U. S N., in St
